Election tirac.! are now upon us ; muni- 
cipal election times certainly, which may 
be by outsiders considered to be worthy of 
little notice, and likely to cause little stir 
or excitement. But anyone who has known 
Cromwell for the last seven years, and has 
watched the history of its municipal poli- 
tics, is aware that such an opinion is far 
from being a correct one. Generally 
speaking, wo in Cromwell have gloried in 
the excitement of a Mayoral contest ; tho 
thing came home to us with far more tell- 
ing effect than any election of perhaps ten- 
fold greater moment. But, as we have 
said, vie are now in the midst of a Mayoral 
election, and though a centest there is, yet 
tho stir and the interest displayed of yore 
are awanting. And this state of affairs is so 
unlike what wo have been accustomed to, 
that we are led to cast about fo" a reason 
for the change. Some may argue that the 
change is a good and healthy one j that 
strife is kept down, that all bitterness of 
feeling is allayed, and that it is for the 
welfare of the community that elections 
should be conducted quietly and soberly. 
But we confess we should like to seo more 
intere.st shown than is displayed on the 
present occasion. It is perfectly apparent 
that the public mind is not dead ; it only 
sleejietb. And that very little is required 
to awaken it is just as apparent. The 
quickening it received in one short hour 
on the nomination day is a strong evidence 
of this fact. But why, it is necessary to 
ask, is the public mind allowed to sleep 1 
The question is one which it would cer- 
tainly puzzle anyone among us to answer. 
The reason is not that there is a dearth of 
subjects on which the mind of the public 
might and should be exercised and brought 
to bear, and its opinion ascertained. The 
contrariety of views given on the Block 
IX. question last Thursday shows most 
strongly the necessity of some measure 
being taken to arrive at some proper un- 
derstanding on this subjeot, at any rate. 
Evidently the views enunciated by the 
candidates did not meet with anything like 
universal approval. But however opinions 
may differ, the grand want in the matter 
is some decided action one way or tha 
other. And this, no matter who is elected, 
it is to be hoped will be one of the first 
subjects to which our municipal rulers 
will turn their attention. A settlement 
after some fashion is pressingly required, 
and felt to be required. As was remarked 
at the nomination, tbe question has been 
too long kept as electioneering stock-in- 
trade ; and the strong feeling then evoked 
shows plainly that many among us are 
thoroughly sick of seeing it in that position. 
Block IX., however, is only one ques- 
tion. There are others, which, if they do 
not immediately affect the ratepayers, or a 
portion of them, so strongly, are still of 
the highest importance, and regarding 
which it is no less necessary that public 
opinion should bo expressed. Wo do not 
think that the present candidates have 
given any fair op)joi tiinity for this. They 
seemed to toy with the bait of office in an 
I exceedingly dubious and hesitating man- 
ner ; and this is doubtless one of the rea- 
sons for the public apathy. Only at the 
last moment did eitlier make a sign, and 
one of them gave as a reason for com- 
ing forward at all, that he did it to save 
the town from the disgrace of tlia Mayor’s 
seat going a-begging, as apparently no one 
was inclined to seek it. That such a con- 
fession as this should liave been rendered 
necessary, is to say tbe least of it unfortu- 
nate. Before the issue of our present num- 
ber, the Mayoral election will be so nearly 
over that anything we might have to say 
on the subject would be behind time ; aud 
any suggestion would be thrown away. 
But the elections for Counelllorshlps re- 
main, and to these we would like to see 
i more anim-ation brought, and in them sonio 
interest awakened. If we but mention the 
subject of sanitary reform, we do not re- 
quire to do more. That is a subject which 
! ha.s come homo to our townspeople with a 
terrible moaning, and it has left a warning 
tliat none can be disposed to neglect. To 
the new Council will belong t!ie duty of 
carrying out steps to prevent a recurrence 
of tbediseasc that proved sofcarful a plague, 
and if tliis were their only duty, it would 
bo enough to incite tlio ratepayers to a' 
sense of the responsibility that rests upon 
them choosing energetic and earnest men 
to leprescnt them and to recover for 



Cromwell that good name she has lost 
among licr contemporaries as a town of 
healthy and cleanly oharaoteristios. And 
we hope candidates will show a more fit- 
ting eagerness for an opportunity of tak- 
ing part not only in this, but in tho other 
important subjects that must engage tho 
attention of the body corporate during the 
coming year.

The Local Hospital Committee hold a 

meeting on Wednesday evening last. The main 
business was the matter of fixing on a suitable 
site for the erection of the Hospital buildings. 
Two sites were proposed, tbe one out on the flat 
immediately under the terracca, close to where 
the heavy bro.ak has oonurred in the water-races 
running along the terrace ; the other on tho 
bank of the Olutha near Deadman's Point, where 
a block is put aside for Hospital purposes. On a 
ballot being taken, six voted (or the former site, 
and five for tho latter. The former was there- 
fore fixed upon. It was deciiled to invite designs 
from Mr Burweli, architect, Queenstown, for a 
building, tbo cost not to exceed £900. 

Some little talk has beeu occasioned by 
the action of the Town Council at their last 
meeting, in leasing to Mr Marsh.ill the vacant 
piece of ground between the Couucil-ch.amber 
and the office of this paper. A kind of impres- 
sion had certainly arisen to the effect that the 
ground was not for disposal, but it is hard to say 
what c,iuso there was for an impression of the 
sort. Mr Marshall may curtainly consider him- 
self lucky in getting possession of it so quietly, 
and on such easy terms. Anybody had the same 
chance probably, but ho is lucky because he took 
adv.ant.age of it. Others are now beginning to 
cast longing eyes on the vacant .allotment on tho 
opposite side of the Chamber ; but how tho Town 
Council in their wisdom may seo fit to dc.al with 
it is bard to say. 

Consternation was occasioned among dog- 
owners last Wednesday. On that day, some 
eighteen of tho residents in the town were sum- 
moned by Sergeant Cossels for non-compliance 
with the law as regards registr.ation. The ser- 
geant by no means made fish of one and flesh of 
another, for the worthy Mayor and one (jr two 
of his Councillors were snimnoned. Tliere was 
quite an excitement on tho subject ou Friday 
morning last, when the c.ascs came on forliear- 
ing. 'i'he Town Clerk came in for a good deal of 
abuse in connection with the matter, but a]ipa- 
rently his conscience didn’t trouble him greatly, 
for he smiled most beiiign.mtly as citizen after 
citizen was called before the flench. Tho de- 
faulters got off pretty lightly, but tbo M.agistrate 
declared he would not rob the Corporation ex- 
chequer another time, hut inflict the full fine of 
£2. We have hoeii told of rather a good joke in 
reference to the summoning part of the business. 
The sergeant took part of the simiinonsca to one 
of the local J. P.’s, and part to another, appa- 
rently being determined to show no favour any- 
where. As it h.appened, both the J. P. ’s were de- 
faulters, and each w.as mightily tickled with tho 
conceit of signing a summons for the other, of 
course, also, baking tbo hint to register as soon 
as possible. 'I'ho feelings of both underwent a 
rapid change when tho sergeant presented their 
respective summonses, however. 
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The inquiry into the burning of tlio 
sticks at Como Villa farm, near Alexantlra, -was 
»(l]uurneil 110^1 Moirlay, 20th instant, to allow 
of tlie return of Mr Oliver, tho proprietor, from 
Duneilin. Tiie eviilonco alrca'ly given is greatly 
■against the likelihooil of the fire being acoifion-.. 
tally caused, and one person is, sworn to have 
said that he " was told three months since a 
match was to he set to it,'’ meaning the crops in 
'Stack. 

As will bo noticecl by oiir tlnnedin tele- 
gram, they have had a se'vore snowstorm down- 
country, Here the snow was not very heavy on 
the flat, baton the hills an enormous quantity 
lias fallen, Mr Kidd’s mailman', whose weekly 
trip to the Nevis should have taken place yes- 
terday, had to return atLer reaching nearly tko 
top of the Carrick Rango. The snow was not, 
■however, so deep as to render the journey im- 
possible, but it was falling so thiokly that he 
■could not see the road or anything in the way of 
■a Land-mark to gnido him, and, therefore he had 
to retrace his steps. 

The Secretary of the Cromwell District 

Hospital desires to correct a misapprehension 
■which appears to exist among the residents of the 
■district around Cromwell to the effect that there 
is a desire to monopolise tho management of tho 
institution by residents in Cromwell He wishes 
it understood that the present committee is only 
temporary, and for the special purpose of raising 
funds and selecting site for building. 4.C., but 
that as soon as the institution shall be fairly 
■started, the members of oommittiee will be elected 
Toy the subseribers, thereby giving every portion 
<of the district equal facilities for representation. 

The arrival of the Sussex, with close on 
‘500 souls on board, put tho Immigration autlio- ■ 
Titles in Dunedin in a fix, as the accommodation 
■provided in the barracks was more than occupied 
by those who arrived in the three Horae ships a 
•day or two before. Over 1500 have been lauiled 
here this week, being the largest number yet 
poured into any port In the Colony in a similar 
time. Seventy or eighty will be sent to Milton, 
It is impossible to say how the rest will be dis- 
tributed, as they cannot be quartered in the 
Barracks. Complaints are being made that the 
'Government are pouring immigrants in too fast. 

The Southern Cross, .in alluding to the 
probable resignation of dudge Arney and Judge^ 
•Chapman, remarks : — “ On the retirement of 
■Judge Ai'uey it is understood tha-t the seat of 
the Chief Justice, to which Judge Johnstone will 
probably succeed, would be removed to Welling- 
ton, instead of being in Auckland as at present. 
An arrangement, made by the Stafford Govern- 
anent, some years ago, provides that the Attorney- 
tieneral, Mr Prendergrast, will receive the offer 
■of the first vacant judgeship. The name of Mr 
'Gillies, the member for City West, has more 
than once been mentioned as that of one who 
may be a j udge. ” 

To judge from the local Press, DivCarr's 
•opening seance at Invercargill does not appear 
to have been very well attended, and the doctor 
was evidently disappointed. He. was got slow 
to say so either, and to add that after an absence 
•of over three yeaire,' during whicK'interval 'he had 
been well reported of throughout' the colony, he 
lhail deemed a warmer welcome due. In his 
’happiest manner he went on to say that his 
■effurts would yet command audiences to his 
sninj, and that “ they would have to come, even 
uf in order to make them it were necessary that 
he should mesiuerise the whole of the city of In- 
•vercai^gUl. " 

A Cromwell correspondent of 'cme of 
the Coromandel papers has the following to say 
•o.inceming the Cromwell Couipaoy’B claim : — 
■“ At Bendigo all things remain as they were, our 
■claim, the CronaweJl, maintaining its rich ckarao- 
■ter ; but we are working on too primitive a scale, 
a ten head battery and only water, enough te 
ieep it going half its time ; no winding or pump- 
ing machinery, but doing all the windieg by 
horses, with whips and whims. This for a mine 
that possesses a reef four to five feet thick, and 
yielding steadily from six to seven ounces to the 
ton, and the reef proved for nearly nine hundred 
ieet in length, driving and sinking still being 
continued, and its rich character still being main- 
tained, is mere playing at thining. If it were 
vigorously worked, it is the Noapariel of New 
Zealand, as far as has yet been bronghb to light, " 

The following paragraph, which we find 
in an exchange, may be looked upon as of in- 
terest just now, taking into consideration the 
recent excitement on the dog registratioo ques- 
tion : — “ According to the Auckland law the 
•owner of any premises is liable for any unregis- 
tered dog found upon them, whether his own or 
Dot. One energetic member of the police force 
turns] this provision of the law tp.jCffeot in the 
■following manner : — Sauntering easily along the 
■streots he perceives a collarlcss dog basking in 
the snnshine heedless , of municipal police ordi- 
nances and city by-laws. The constable walks 
•stealthily np and applies his foot to the animars 
hinder parts, and watches the effect. Naturally 
■enough the terrified brute bolts on to the nearest 
premises, and then fortified by the extraordinary 
provisions of tho Act which makes the person on 
whose premises a dog m,ay bo seen responaiblefor 
its existence, the constable forthwith lays an in- 
formation, and obtains a conviction with costs." 

A Donnybrook Fair scene on a small 
■scale w,as enacted on and abont the Railw.iy 
Pier, Port Chalmers, on Tuesday night. The 
ship Caroline, with all her immigrants on board 
excepting the single women, had been bertbetl at 
the Pier in the morning, and that the immigrants 
were j)ermitted to remain on board .all nigtit, in- 
stead of being sent to Caversham, cannot bo re- 
garded in any other light than that of an error 
of jiuigment on the p.art of some one or another. 
Dither the immigrants should have been sent to 
town, or the ship ought to h.avo remained in the 
stream .away from shore until time suited for the 
reinov.al of those on board her. As it was, the 
" boys” went on shore and fratornisetl with tho 
crow, and, drinking a great deal more than was 
good for them, the excitement thus engendered 
found vent in a tremendous hubfiub th,at ex- 
tended far into the night and gave tho Police a 
great deal of trouble to quell. One of the men 
engaged in the affair mot with an acculciit which 
resulted f.atally, he having f.alleu into tlio w.ater 
between tlic vessel and tho t’ier when going nn 
board, and luiving died next morning from the 
cileels of hts-iinmeision.— itrti/y '/imes. . ■ 



Mr Reynolds lias given notice of bis in- 
tention to tiiove that tho Himse go into C'oiu- 
mittoe of Ways and. Means to consider tho fol- 
lowing proposition That after tho 1st of 
July, 187.1, tho duty ou Colonial distilled spii’ita 
bets ; after tho 1st July, ISJG, 8s ; and after the

, Mr Simpson, the Resident Magistrate, 
gave a mliug io connection with one of tho un- 
registered dog C. 1 SOS hoaial on Friday, which lays 
down a principle directly contrary to what has 
been the usual custom of tho police in colleotiug 
tho tax. One of the defendants put iii tho plea 
that his dog w.as not six months old at tho be- 
ginning of the dog-year, namely, in April. The 
police argued that this was of no consequence ; 
tile law was that the registration-fee must be 
paid whenever tlio dog reached the age of six 
months, no matter how sliort a time that might 
be previous to the 1st of April. The M agistrate, 
however, sustained tho plea of tho defendant ; 
and observed that the injustice was patent if a 
person was required to pay for a dog in (say) 
February, aud then again so soon as April, Tho 
police stated that this had been their constant 
practice, and they would make enquiries at the 
head of the department in Dunedin as to whether 
it would not be necessary to alter it. 

Muh Hoy is the successful tenderer for 
construeting a dam for the Bannoekburn 'Water 
Race Co. The amount of the tender was origi- 
nally £297 lOs., but £30 was taken off by the 
tenderer in eonsideratioa of the Company waiv- 
ing the necessity of ‘l sodding” at tho back of 
the dam. Several tenders ware sent in, of which 
Ma Hoy’s was tho lowest ; the tenders ranging 
upwards as high as over £500. The dam is to 
be situated between Smitli’s and I’ipeclay gul- 
lies, Banneofcbum, and is to be a work of c-msi- 
derahle magnitude. The width at the foot of 
the wall is to be thirty-five feet, au-i the wall in 
tiie highest p.art is to be twelve feet high. The 
culvert in it is expected to cost over £oQ. At 
present there are to be eight aud a third ohams 
of wall, but when the dam is extended as pro- 
posed, there will be fifteen ; and then the height 
of the wall will be seventeen feet j so that ulti- 
mately this will be by far tlio must extensive 
dam in the district. The wallis to be sovi’n witli 
grass seed, a fence is to be erected round tiie 
dam, and the enclosure planted with forest 
trees. It is also intended by the Company to 
erect a stone cottage for the man.ager, ami in 
short to make this locaii'iiy the “head centre” of 
operations. 

Poor Mt T. L. Shepherd is already, thu.s 
early in the session, falling in with his usual fate, 
— becomiag the butt of newspaper eorrespon- 
dents. Tho Wellington correspoudeut of the 
Guardian has the following to say about him 
“ The irrepressible ‘ Smiler' has lost no time in 
coming to the front with his Goldfields Bill once 
more, it being understood to be a revised aud 
improved edition of that of last year ; and Mr C. 
O’Neil is to ask the Government to-day wily 
they have not fulfilled their promise of pre|>aring 
and circulating, pi-ior to the opening of I’arlia- 
meut, a Goldfields Bill of their own. Judging 
from the Notice Paper, which is principally 
moanpolised by the hon, member, tha ‘ dniiler' 
is determinei that hie light shall not be hid 
under a bushel, any more than in former sessions, 
as he is evidently aspiring to the position of the 
leader of the Opposition ; aud much surprise h.ae 
lieen expressed that he sliouLi have been the one 
to have sought to introduce the 'inevita'.ilc' 
Otago Waste Lands Bill, seeing th.at Mr Donald 
Reid now holds the position of Provincial Secre- 
tary of Otago, and that the Bill itself is supposed 
to emanate from your Provincial Council."

Mr Da'-'-ki-.-? Iwving briefly stated Iris 
reasons for again soliciting the honour at tiie

He ex- 
plained that the Corpviration owed him the sum 
of 12s, Gd. , ami lie harl requested the Town Clerk, 
when he saw the notice in the paper to the effect 
that all dog registration fees must be paid at 
once, tohringa dog ticket, and he would “cry 
quits” wdth him ns regarded the 12s. 6d. The 
Town Clerk Ixad not done this, and the matter 
had since been forgotten ; although Starkey was 
half under the impression that hia dog was 
really registered. Having, how’ever, registered 
the dog since being aummoiied, the Magistrate 
allowed tho case to be withdrawn, without 
penalty or costs. 

Charles Johnson was charged wdfch a like 
offence. Mr Cowan appeared for this defendant, 
as he did for most others, arid, entered an objec- 
tion to tho effect th.at Sergeant Cassels was not 
the anth;,. iscd person to collect dog-tax within 
the MniiiciprJityj and therefore was not the 
proper person to sue. The collector, an officer 
appointed by the Corporation, was the authorised 
person, und tlic only ^ylio could legally sue for 
money which found ils way into the exchequer 
of the Coriiar xMnn, Beside.*, the collector should 
have used oxerlions to coUcU the tax before sue* 
jng, and this had not been done. 

Tlie Magistrate said it was quite in the pro* 
viace of thoi^olice to summon in these cases. It 
was not the duty of the collector for the Cor- 
pcratiori to lay inl’ormations for druukennesa, for 
instance, tlie fines for which went to the Cor* 
poi’ation. regarding the collecting of the tax, 
it had beezi the custom to go round and ask it, 
but it was not a duty. — It having been men- 
tioned that the police had taken action of their 
•own will, the Magistrate said it was advisable 
that in c^scs such as these they should act in 
concert with the local authorities. 

The dog having been registered since receipt 
of summons, the case was allowed to he wdth- 
djAWn, on payment of costa of Cmirt, 5s.

Government Immigration.' 

AVriting from 'Wellington to Dr Feather- 
stun, nndcr dato May 7tli, Mr Vogel speaks 
in tho following strong langnaga regarding 
tho character of the late sliipnicnts : — 

“ I jiinsl impress upon you that the charac- 
ter of the class of immigrants noiv arriving in 
tliu Colony Ls a source of very great anxiety 
to the Government, and is creating great un- 
easiness in tbe Colony. I have already been 
officially informed that the shipment by the 
‘ A.sia’ to Dunedin includes a number of girls 
out of the Cork wmrkhoiise, some of whom 
are notoriously loose. I am cabling you on 
the Kuliject, drawing your attention to tho 
report of the proceedings of the Cork Ijoard 
of Guardiims, a copy or pricis of which tho 
Superintendent of Otago has telegraphed to 
mo at my request, and of which I encloso 
copy. It is evident, by tliat report, that 
these women were sent because the Board 
despaired of their adapting themselves to a 
useful life ut home. It is difficult to believe 
that you could be unaware of the published 
proceeding.sof your agent, thewoaianHoward, 
wliom, by-the-by, you aeom to have employed 
after inforinirtg me that you would not do so, 
vide your letter No. 551' of 29th November, 
1872. At another Board meeting, a copy of 
report of which I also enclose, legal proceed- 
ings were actually threatened in your naiiio 
to enforce the completion of tho misorabio 
bargain entered into 'L»y Howard, I endea- 
vour to think tliat you knew nothing about 
tbe matter ; but, if so, how singular must be 
the organisation of your department, that, 
with a piooeeding so publicly canvassed 
in the place, with a ship calling off the town,

Either because his colleagues do not care to 
chat with him, or because he discourages prh 
vate conversations in the House, Mr Disraeli 
xilways sits apart in a sort of grim loneliness, 
Mr Gladstone is, except -when he sleeps, 
rarelyqxnettor a moment, frequentlyengaging 
in conversation with' those neat him, often 
laughingly lieartily himself, a'nd being the 
cause of laughter in his interlocutors; When 
Mr Disraeli enters tVe House and takes his 
accustomed seal, he ewsses oii'e leg over the 
cther,.folds his arms, hangs down his head, 
and so sits for .hours at a time in statuesque 
ailence. ‘When he rises to speak he generally 
rests his han^ for a moment on the, table, buij 
it is only for a moment, for he invariably en- 
deavours to gain the ear of his aud,ience by 
making a point at the outset, _ and the attitude 
which he finds most conducive to the happy 
delivei^ot points is to stand halimcing hira- 
aelf upon his feet with his hands in his coat- 
tail pockets. ! In this, position, with his head 
hung downi as if he were mentally debating 
how best to express a thought that has just 
■occurred to his mind, Mr Disraeli slowly 
Utters the, polished and poisoned sentences 
xiver whicli he has spent lahorious hours in 
the closet, Mr Bright is a great phrase-maker, 
■and comes down to the Bouse with the gems 
ready cut and polished to fit in the Betting of 
a speech. But no one could guess from Mr 
Hright’s manner that the phrases he drops in 
as he goes along are fairly written out on a 
alip of paper carried In his waistcoat pocket 
as he crossed the bar of the House. He has 
the art to hide his art, and his hearers may 
well fancy they see the process of the for- 
mation of the sentences actually gpm| on in 
the mind of the orator, all aglow as it is with 
the passion of eloquence. ■ But the merest 
tyro in the House knows a moment before- 
hand when Mr Disraeli is approaching what 
lie regards as a convenient place in his speech 
for dropping in' the phrase-gem he pretends 
to have lust found in an odd corner of his 
mind. They see ' him leading up to it ; they 
note the disappearance of his hands in the 
'direction of the coat-tail pockets, sometimes 
in search of the pocket-handkerchief, which 
is brought out and shaken with a light and 
^careless air, but moat often to extend the 
coat-tails, whilst with body gently rocked to 
isnd fro, and an affected hesitancy of speech, 
■the speaker produces his Jon moi. For the 
ntyle of rejiartce in which Mr Disraeli In- 
dulges— which may be generally described as 
a sort of solemn chaffing, varied by strokes 
cif polished sarcasm, this manner is admirable, 
in proportion as it has been seldom observed. 



The story of a Thames Mine. 

{ T}ut7nes Advertiser. ) 

We have heard many curious stories of the 
■vicissitudes of gold mining — those ups and 
downs of fortune which every man must in- 
evitably suffer if he enters upon mining en- 
terprises of any kind, hut more especially in 
the case of gold mining— and probably one' 
of the most remarkable instances of the 
Ireaks of the famous goddess of fortune is to 
he found in the case of the Manukau mine at 
the Thames. The history of this mine is 
worth recording, especially as the, story h 
full of hope and encouragement to those who 
have become thoroughly disheartened by that 
■“hope deferred” which is sure to make the 
atontest heart sick if too long endured. 
We all know that in the lottery of quarts 
mining at the Thames there are many blanks, 
hut the prizes, when they are obtained, are 
;generally brilliant in the extreme ; but it 
rarely happens that the famous goddess 
smiles twice upon the same persons, as slie 
has done upon two of the fortunate owners of 
the Manuka'u mine. 

The Manukau mine comprises a very small 
area of ground, of not quite one acre in ex- 
tent, situated near and bounded by the Cale- 
donian, Golden Crown, Cure, and some other 
of the richest mines at the Thames, and is 
now owned ostensibly by three shareholders 
—Messrs H. 11. Jones and J. Cook, of;. the 
Thames, and Mr P. A. Whitaker, of Auck- 
land. The ground was originally taken up 
by Messrs .Tones, Schofield, and M'Pikc, but 
Mr Conk soon afterwards bought a h.ilf 
share, and then a full third share. Messrs 
O'Buglien and Cassin each bought a , sixth 
share before heavy gold w.as found, and two 
out of the original owners retired. Mr Jones, 
however, retained his full third sh.are tiirough- 
out, and the sh archolders received some very 
handsome dividends, one of which .amounted 
to £1,030 fis. 9d. each. At this period .a bat- 
tery was purchased, and then Messrs Cassin 
and O'Buglien sold their third .share for the 
sum of ,£16,000 to the old Thames Invest- 
ment Company, but Me-ssrs Junes and Conk 
■each refused similar offers. Tlie Manukau 
mine wa# at this time working on the fatnnus 
run of gold which was subsequently found in 
tlie Golden Crown and Caledonian mines in 
Bach astounding richness. The claim had, 
however, been formed into a company con- 
sisting of 6000 shares, hut was, and still is, 
held in three equ.al shares of 2000 scrip each. 

By and by came the reverse of fortune. 
The gold “ gave out,” but the company con- 
tinued vigorous mining operations for some 
time, expending .a large sum of money, and 
making the ground something like a rabbit 
warren. After a long period of non-success, 
and after running tlie battery for some time 
for otiicr companies, the owners sold the bat- 
tery about two years .sgo, and it is said that 



an offer of a few hundred pimnds would at 
that time have secured the entire mine as 
well as the battery, ■ However, the ground 
was penerally kept 'manned by tliree ihen,'but 
no important operations were entered into 
for; nearly two years.i, ^.^bout four,- months 
ago, howoverj an old drive was extended for 
five or six foet fdr the pnrpbse of " prospect 
ing," when a large reef was met with, the ex- 
istence of which was previously unknown, 
and from ita small parcel of stone was crushed, 
and yielded nearly three ounces of gold to 
the ton. The rest, of the story Is well known. 
Day after day, as the mine was opened . up, 
the prospects improved, and now they may 
he regarded as better than were ever before 
seer, in the Manukau— which is saying a 
great: deal. The first crusliing^ yielded 636 
ozs. of gold, and . another cleaning up is ex- 
pected to take place this week, when there 
wilt probably be between 2000 aiid 3000 ozs. 
of gold,, and. a dividend of at least £1 per 
share on 6000 shares; or £2000 to each of the, 
three fortunate shareholders. ■ , 

We have spoken of the three " ostensible*’ 
owners of the mine, but we believe there are 
really four shareholders,. The old Thatnes 
Investment Company, as will bo gathered 
from what we have said,‘held'f>ne third share, 
but on the failure of that company some four 
years ago, Mr Whitaker and the Bank of New 
Zealand were compelled, if we are not misin- 
formed, to taka over this interest in the 
Manukau mine, amongst other assets, to save 
khemselves. They have therefore been' ** let 
in” for a vet^ handsome thing, as the mar- 
ket ■ value of . tlie .■ mine is now- . placed . at 
■£72,000. 

The history of this mine Bhould afford en- 
couragement to the owners of mining pro- 
perty on this field, and should induce them 
to thorouglily pmspeot every portion of their 
mines, instead of paying too much attention 
to '‘lost runs" of gold. We, hope that the 
present owners of the Manukau will realise 
their most sanguine expectations, and we are 
glad to think that two-thirds of the mine is 
still in the hands of Thames residents. _ But 
no one will grudge Mr Whitaker a slice of 
good fortune, for the Thames goldfield owes 
him a large sum of money, and he is known 
as one of the best “ stickers” amongst all the 
Auckland capitalists, and one •who goes into 
mining more as an investment than for 
speculative purposes, ■ 



The Butcher and the Dog. ' 

'The dog is a sagacious animal, but he is 
sometimes a thief. A certain butcher carries 
on business in this city, who, for the last 
fortnight, has dally been robbed by a most 
ferocious-looking dog, which, in a remarkably 
cool manner, walks up to his counter and 
seizes the first joint it can lay hold on.

The globes were 
broken, and the pipes came down “ with a 
run.” The gas w.as turned off, so" this didn’t 
m.atter much for the present. As soon as the 
butcher had recovered from the shuck occa- 
sioned by this little accident, he saw that the 
dog was still doing his best to get the meat. 
Ho therefore made a plunge at ihe dog with 
the prongs of the fork, and the dog seemed 
to SCO the danger, for he sprang hack just in 
time. At'the precise moment when the dog 
sprang back, an old lady was in the act of 
passing the shop, and she fell over that dog 
with a loud scream. The unfortunate but- 
cher thought ho liad stabbed the old lady 
with the pitolifurk, and rushed out to pick 
her up, and render whatever assistance he 
could in what he believed to be her last mo- 
ments.

Our Immigrants.""- 

■Quito a fleet of homo ships have arrived 
during the last few days. The Ciiroliuo, 
Hindustan, Dovana, Cartsbutn, and Cjirrioki 
Castle, containing amongst them an aggre- 

? ate of close upon 2000 imniigrants. The 
iaihi Tirm reporter, who was amongst the 
first to board the. ship Caroline, heard but a 
very indifferent account of the behaviour of 
a considerable majority of tha passengers 
during the passage. They were all shipped 
at Queenstown, and the single women wore 
seieoted by that estimable person Mrs Howard. 
Out of the 120, 40 came out of the Cork 
■Workhouse, and were reported by the call* 
tain to be amongst tlia best-behaved of the 
lot. Where the others came from was not 
known, but tliat they y-ere very-troiiblesiimij. 
was Vouched for by the captain and matron 
and doctor. The utmost difficulty liad been 
experienced in keeping tlioin from the men, 
and the difficulty was intensified by tiieir 
compartment exterdingso far forward as the 
after-hatch, which, of course, opened -on the 
main deck. The hatch was barred across 
with iron, and every needful precaution to 
keep ihe women under proper restraint had 
evidently been taken, and we should imagine 
with reasonable success. At the same time, 
excessive vigilance, night and day, had to' 
be exercised — the women being worse than 
tlie men. On being admonished for her for- 
ward conduct, one 'ef these pets "-of ‘Mrs 
Howard’s pertly remarked, “Sure, 'we are 
sent out to people -the country.". "Yes,” 
was the curl rejoinder, "but you must not 
begin, until after you arrive there.” ’That 
Captain Clyma had been put to more than 
extra trouble' and annoyance, was evident 
from his application to Captain. Thomson, for 
police protection whilst the ship was in har- 
bour 'with the imnugi'ant8“bn board. His 
chief care was ’ to prevent any liquor being 
smuggled on board. “ Tlioy are such an ex- 
citable lot,” he remarked, " that if they ob- 
tain liquor, 1 fear quarrelling and bloodshed 
must follow.” Commenting upon this the 
Times remarks " The question will doubt- 
less bo asked by ninny people — Is there no 
way of getting rid of tliis disreputable ship- 
ment ! tYe aro afraid not. At the same 
time, if by some good chance a ship bound 
for England could be. got to take them,, it 
would be cheap fiir this community in the 
end were these women sent back to the place 
from whence they came, even although the 
passage money charged pier head came to 
double the usual rate." 



Dreadful Catastrophe in America, 

147 PBRSONS nilOWNBD. , 

The moat terrible disaster in the annals of 
the history of Massachusetts (says the A Ita 
of May 27) occurred in Hampshire County 
on Saturday. The Williamsburg reservoir, 
covering a tract of over one hundred acres, 
gave way early in the forenoon,, precipitating 
the Vast mass of water it contained three 
miles down a steep and narrow valley into 
the thriving manufacturing town of WiJ- 
liamsbiirg, and tbonoe further down the 
valley,' through the villages of Hadenrille, 
Leeds, and Florence, into the Northampton 
Meadows, where, the stream empties into the 
Connecticut river. The huge torrent, rush- 
ing into Williamsburg with resistless power, 
swept away in a moment the roamifactnring 
establishments and numbers of dwellings, 
oansing enormous destruction of property and 
terrible loss of human life. The lower vil- 
lages Suffered only less awfully. The reser- 
voir which burst was a wall of .masonry five 
feet at the thickest, backed and faced with 
fifty feet of earth. It was twenty-five feet in 
depth, and 4,60 feet long. Behind it was a 
lake of 104 acres, holding three niillLon tons 
of water. On Friday night it rained hard. 
At half-past seven . on Saturday nioniing, 
Ceney, one of the dam watchers, was in front, 
of ' his dam when ho saw, in the east branch a 
spurt of water, near the base. In a moment 
he turned to his bam, jumped on his mare, 
and ran her- for dear life down the road to 
Williamsburg. He looked back once, and 
saw that out of an enormous breach in tlie 
earth and masonry a torrent of water had 
burst into the .air. There was no dam, there 
was nothing to be seen but the front of a 
huge, rolling wave, which was carrying on its 
crest the very stone blocks of the W'all, and 
dashing them down the steep incline of the 
valley. The speed of this torrent increased 
every moment, but Cheney was gone, riding 
recklessly over the stony and muddy roads 
to give the warning where fifty homes were 
in the direct -path of the flood. He wont 
over the terrible two-and-a-half miles at so 
rapid a pace that in ten minutes ho was cry- 
ing and yelling like a madman, among the 
cotta.ges of Williamsburg, “The dam! The 
dam is burst ! Get up on the high ground, 
the w.ater is coming.” It had come. Ten 
minutes was full enough for that mountain of 
water going down a decline of one font in 
every six to roach the first victims. There 
they stood, pretty white cottages in rows and 
rectangles on the flat.s. The gorge h.ad been 
narrow anovo. and a tliirtv feet moving wall 
of water and limestone rook indistinguishable 
was upon them, oyer them, and spread out 
upon the plain, roaring like the crash of near 
thunder, and tumbling down the frightened 
valley .at the rate of twenty miles an hour. 
Those who were safe before the news came 
escaped ; .as for the rest, they took the 
chances of the flood. Some clung to their 
houses, but houses were mere toys of paper, 
swept like feathers here ami there, piled one 
upon the other,' upset, spun round, lifted 
bodily and broken in twain against the trees, 
lifted into the air and ground lo splinters 
between the flood, beaten and buffeted an.i 
tossed adrift witli all that was human in 
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thorn, shaken into the terrible railway speed 
of tiio deluge of timbers, and quartz rouha, 
and water. Some fled, uud were ovorwliolmcd 
iiefore the eyes of their friond.s ; somo went 
Iliad .'ind mdo the doUigo down the valley 
sllriokitig.' Here and thoi'o one could be soon 
sitting upon the roof of hi.s shaking iiousc, 
and ciiiiging to it as the billows struck it. 
Of these last, one or two escaped by tiia 
suddep staying of tlie waves. It was all 
oyer i|i a sliort lialf-liour, and the Waste iiad 
gone down tiio valley not nuhoi'.alilod en- 
tirely. An hour from tlie al.u'm at Williaiii.s- 
burg, the water.i Imd done their work, and in 
half an liour luoic had lost tlieir power. 
120 buildings aro destroyed, ami liundrcds 
of acres are ciiveml with stone and nind. A 
special from Mill itiver says that corpses .are 
recovered, numbering U7 in all, one million 
dpllilrs worth of property has been destroyed, 
and 400 families rendered homeless, Adding 
to the aonfnsiou and distress, as soon as the 
catastrophe became known, a gang of rolii,ers 
and ronglis from the neighbouring towns 
poured in eager for plunder. 



An Eccentric Moon.

Brown 
seated himself on a pieee of baronial castle, 
and while waiting for tlie order to go to work 
ho fell aaieep. I’l'osontly tho tragedian on 
the stage said to tho heroine, “ Swear by yon 
bright moon,’’ etc., etc., and turned to point 
to it, but the' orb of night was not tliero. 
The stage manager Hew around and gave 
Brown ,a kick, and in a frenzy ordered liiiii 
to “ h'iat that moon quick!” linnvn 
was bewildered, jiml without waiting fur fur- 
ther orders, he nut the uiirtain tip with one 
jerk, when tho cord brohe, ami down it came 
again. Another string Wiis hurriedly rigged 
on tho pulley, and the moon began to rise 
properly ; but Brown’s nerves were so uii- 
■strimg by fright that ho couldn’t hold the 
candle ste.ady behind it, .so th,at there wove 
fifteen or twenty eclipses during the ascent, 
the light meanwhile wandering all over the 
curtain, to the infinite anniscinciit of the 
audieilcO. However, the luminary got safe 
at last, and the tragedian again nbsoivod, 
“ Swc.ar by yon bright muon,” but before the 
words were fairly out the cord snapped again, 
the curtain rolled with velocity, and broke 
loose from tiie roller, revealing Brown, the 
lunar elevator, reaming round in his shirt 
sleeves, with a candle on a stick, A moment 
later the maimger was fumbling auioiigst liis 
hair, and that very night Mr Brown elo.sed lii.i 
theatrical career. The mana'gcr remarked to a 
confidential friend that while <a man vvho was 
capable of niakiiig the nioon rise tlifoo times 
in one night, and of getting up any linmlior 
of eclipses and otherastronomical phoiiomcna, 
might be Valuable for some purposes, lie was 
about O.S fit for a tlicatrc as a wall-eyed miilo 
was for singing hymns. — Ma.x Adeier,
